1. The Textima loom factory is producing only a fraction of the number of 
looms it sroduced before the war. The original plan for 1952 had to be 
altered because #ast Zone orders for looms have been lacking. Invest- 
ments in this field have not been provided. iestern countries who used 
to order before the war no longer do so because quality is inferior; 
eastern countries do not order because the Ussii is anxious to expert 
Looms herself and at better terms. During late 1951, the plant was 
about to sien an order for delivery of 600 looms to Turkey. at the 
Last minute the order fell through because dussia intervened and handled 
the business herself. 


2, Since Octover 1949, the factory has kept going by accepling a variety of 
provessing orders, like wire drawing machines, rollers for such machines, 
and switches for sachsenwerk’ The iron foundry of the plant produces 
castings for various firms.
